These expressions fail to make any decided change because 
they are negative suggestions. Through suggestion we have a very ; 
powerful way of influencing the behaviour of others, but if. sugges- 
tion is going to accomplish what we wish it to accomplish, it must be a | 
positive suggestion. Suggestion simply does not work in the negative 
form. When you use a suggestion with “don’t” in it, the don’t partis | 
skipped over and does not make very much of an impression. ‘The 
part which reaches the attention of the unconscious mind ‘is the part 
about the action which you do net want. Nagging is a form of nega- 
tive sugeestion and will impress more deeply upon the mind of the~ 
person hearing it, whatever action it is that we are nagging about. 
Negative sugvestion is simply not an effective way to influence 
human behaviour. : 

Your only hope in persuading anyone to do anything is to first 
win his liking and then use positive suggestion, in which suggestion 
he is a‘ivised to some definite action. If you male use of a negative 
suggestion employing “don’t” you succeed in making a deeper impres- 
sion upon the mind of that person of the act you want him to stop. 
You intensifv it, or make him more awezre of it.

-to clear up the condition as quick- 
ly as possible. A lotion that is 
soothing, mild, and likewise anti- 
septic is also used during the day- 
time to help dry up eruptions and 
to form a protective film to pre- 


vent further infection. 


When you find the right prep- 
arations for your daily skin treat- 
ments you can turn your attention 
to the protective and decorative 
cosmetics. Choosing exactly the 
right shades of make-up is im- 
portant—but it is still more im- 
portant that you know the cos- 
metics you use are pure and con- 


tain nothing to injure the skin. 


Of course, there are skins with 
allergies that may be sensitive to 
some ingredient beneficial to the 
normal skin. Fortunately. these 
cases are rare. If a cream or pow- 
der does seem to irritate your skin 
try some other brand, hut do not 
be too harsh In your judgment of 
the discarded product if it is made 


by a reputable manufacturer. 


And let me remind you again. 
when you ask for a certain brand 
of cosmetics be sure that you get 
it. Do not be in a hurry to try 
cheaper and newer brands of 
cream, rouge. or powder that may 
cause clogged pores or a badly ir- 


ritated skin.

Here is the standard recipe for 
angel cake—1 cup egg whites, 1 
teaspoon cream of tartar, 4 tea- 
spoon salt, 1/4 cups sugar, % tea- 
spoon vanilla and 1 cup cake flour. 
the egg whites are 
beaten to a froth then the salt, 
flavoring and cream of tartar are 
added. The beating is continued 
until the whites will stand 
peaks; they will barely move in the 
dish when tilted and have a moist, 
shiny appearance. From here, on 
the technique may differ. 

Usually the 1 cup sugar is sifted 
over the whites a little at a time 
and folded in. The last 
sugar is sifted with the flour sev- 
eral times and folded in a little at 
a time. Some women like to cook 
the cup of sugar with % cup water 
until the syrup will spin a thread 
from a fork. This is poured over 
the egg whites and the mixture 
beaten until very smooth and cool. 
The sugar and flour mixture is 
then folded in. 

Pour into an ungreased tube pan 
or into smaller star-shaped pans 
and bake in a very slow. oven for 
30 minutes. Increase the heat 
slightly and bake 30 minutes long- 
er. Remove from the oven and in- 
vert the pan for 1 hour before re- 
moving the cake. 


Chocolate Spice Squares 


Cream 1% cup shortening, add 2 
cups sugar gradually and cream 
thoroughly. Add 4 eggs, 1 at a time 
and beat after each addition until 
the mixture is light and fluffy. 
Melt 4 squares unsweetened choco- 
late over hot water, pour 1 cup 
boiling water quickly 
chocolate and mix. Add 1 teaspoon 
soda and stir until the chocolate 
* mixture is thick and smooth. Sift 
3 cups pastry flour with 3 tea- 
spoons baking powder and 1 tea- 
spoon salt. Add_te-the creamed 
mixture alternately with %2 cup 
spicy apple butter and 1 cup sour 
milk that have been blended. Add 
2 teaspoons vanilla, 1 cup nut 
meats and the chocolate. 
thoroughly and pour into a shallow 
greased baking pan about 10 by 15 
inches. Bake in a moderate’ oven 
for 40 minutes. 

This makes a moist, rich cake 
that will keep for a week sa you 
can make it early. If you expect 
to keep it, however, do not frost 
until you are ready to use. A- fluffy 
caramel frosting or a mocha but- 
ter frosting is especially good. Cut 
into squares to serve.
